C h ica g o , Dec. IS.—Public interest in 
the Cronin case has not abated one whit. 
The verdict is the subject of general dis­ 
cussion, and the comments made on it as a 
whole are by no means favorable to the 
jury. 
The almost universal opinion! is 
that the result of the long trial came little 
short of being a gross m iscarriage^ justice 
Everybody seems to think that the death 
penalty would have been all too light a 
sentence 
for 
men 
found 
guilty 
of 
being 
participants 
In 
such a bru­ 
tal 
murder 
as 
was 
that 
of 
Dr. 
Cronin. 
There 
are not a few who 
advocate the propriety of the prosecution 
in the case not resisting the motion of a 
new trial, but allowing it to be granted, 
in the hope that the result of a second 
trial would bo that the three men who re­ 
ceived life sentences in the penitentiary, 
would be given the death penalty. 
There 
is considerable doubt in the public mind, 
however, whether this can legally be done, 
and it was ascertained that there is noth­ 
ing in the iaw to prevent it. The prisoners, 
if they secure a new trial, must be tried 
on the same charge of which they hava 
been convicted, out a heavier punishment 
may be visited upon them if the jury be­ 
fore whom they are tried so decides. 
In 
the case of Kunze, on the other hand, he 
could only be tried for manslaughter, but 
he might receive a longer sentence for 
that crime than this jury gave him. 
When the propriety of following this 
course was called to the attention of State’s 
Attorney Longenecker he did not seem to 
take kindly to it. 
While admitting that 
it was practicable, he said the difficulty of 
Obtaining a new jury would be almost un­ 
surmountable, and the result might be no 
more satisfactory than it is now. 
A good deal of curiosity is manifested by 
the public on the question of when the 
prisoners will be taken to the peniten­ 
tiary at Joliet. 
A definite answer can not 
be given to this question, bnt the proba­ 
bility is that their removal is still a long 
way off. 
It may not take place for over 
A year. 
They can not be taken there be­ 
fore the motion for a new trial is argued 
and disposed of before Judge McConnell, 
as a formal sentence will not be past upon 
them till that motion is overruled. Should 
It be overruled, as it is almost certion to 
be, sufficient time will be allowed counsel 
for the defense to prepare their bill 
of 
exceptions 
and 
get 
their 
case 
before 
the 
Supremo 
court. 
What 
this time will be Judge McConnell will 
have to decide when he overrules the mo­ 
tion for a new trial and formally sentences 
the prisonere. 
As the record in the case 
is an unusallv long one it i3 probable that 
defendants’ counsel will be allowed a con­ 
siderable time to prepare their bill of ex­ 
ceptions and appeal to the Supreme court. 
Before that time expires counsel for the 
defendants will probably go before one of 
the judges of the Supreme court and move 
for a supersedeas. 
If there appears to be 
probable error on the face of the record 
this will likely be granted, and the result 
will be that the defendants will remain in 
the county jail until the Supreme court ha’s 
passed upon their case, which may not bo 
for over a year. 
That the events of Moaday proved an 
agreeable surprise to the three principal 
defendants is proved by their conduct. 
They deport themselves as men do who 
have been relieved from an immense 
weight of care or overpowering dread of 
something terrible going to happen. They 
are ali calm, composed and apparently 
happy. 
Not so their friends who call on 
them. 
Mrs. Coughlin was one of tne 
first to reach the jail, and when she got 
there she leaned against the iron bars and 
sobbed as if her heart would break. 
The 
words of comfort which her husband 
whispered to lier through the bars were 
powerless to assuage her grief, and when 
she left the jail she was still the picture of 
hopeless misery. 
Sullivan’s "sister and 
bfother-in-law paid him a visit, and their 
meeting was as distressing as that between 
Dan Coughlin and his wife. 
Burke re­ 
ceived no callers, but he seemed unmoved. 
His coolness and nerve were remarked by 
everyone about the place. 
Kunze’s two

Balfours’ wasteful policy of spending pub­ 
lic moneys for improvements, and said be 
preferred that local government should 
control the expenditures. 
He believed 
home rule 
would regenerate Ireland. 
Parnell was frequently wildly I cheered 
daring the delivery of his speech.

predicted that the tenants’ league would 
be the greatest, strongest and most peace­ 
ful movement in Ireland’s history. 
It 
would sweep Balfour from power like 
chaff before a whirlwind. 
The efforts of

feat home rule, although ^they might de­ 
lay it.

“ It is claimed now that the sugar trust 
people, who have from $12,000,000 to 
$15,000,000 in cash In the treasury, are 
instructing the bank and trust companies 
with whom they do business not to lend 
money on sugar trust certificates, 
lf this 
be true it is the most serious blow yet 
struck at t h / value of sugar trust certifi­ 
cates, and demonstrates the truth of the 
W all street story that the sugar trust 
magnates have been very industriously de­ 
pressing the price of the stock so that they 
can buy in the certificates sold to the pub­ 
lic at 125 at less than half price. 
The 
story that they were locking up money so 
as to lhflaence the course of speculation on 
the bear side has not been denied. 
The 
most interesting sugar trust rumor now in 
circulation is that Havemeyer and his as­ 
sociates are negotiating with Claus Spreck­ 
els with the view of purchasing the new 
Philadelphia refinery. 
There seems to be

eventually sell, but he does not dare to do 
so at present.”

When soy great criminal trial takes 
place and there is a terrible uncertain^ 
as to the result, and the jury is a long 
time reaching a verdict, if any is reached, 
then the discussion is renewed in favor 
of the system which requires (hat a ma­ 
jority or tao thirds vote sbsa be suffi­ 
cient to return a verdict. But no special 
effort has been ma o by the bar either 
rn this state or any other to reform the 
present jury system, To j law a3 now ta 
force, is, as the saying goes, “ from*,away 
bask.’ 
It was adopted when C li cd i aa 
jaris prudence was in a very low state, it 
is said that “ the requirement that twelve 
jurors must agree to find a verdict is 
thought to have no better reason .behind 
it than that stated in an ancient English 
work on janes, whioh says that as there 
were twelve prophets to foretell the trutL’ 
twelve apostles to preach it, and twelve 
discoverers to go into Canaan and find 
it,' to the egreement of twelve men was 
needed to establish the facts as to a 
Clime and anthorize judgment and pun 
ishment.” 
The experience has been in this cona­ 
kry that the .unanimous verdict system 
works much mischief in mony cases. One 
men of a stubborn will, full of prejudice, 
with no intelligent understanding of the 
oauee given in bis bande, may eet at de 
fiance the judgment of ..eleven meD, and 
in that thereby thwart ju stle and com­ 
pel a country [to retry the case at an 
enormous expense.

Whan one looks at the jary system of 
the Sandwich Islands, the three-fourths 
rule in read arad a verdiot, and the lac* 
that the most intelligent meD, whether 
they have read all about the cause to be 
tried, are selected for jurors, rather puts 
t i shame the jary system of the United 
Stites. The main point the attorneys 
want to know on that island in selecting 
a jury, is whether a mania prejudiced, 
and if he is not, he is taken provided he 
is an int diligent man and oan read well. 
There is something in this idea that is 
woithy the most sober consideration of 
the public.

Since then 
seven ether members of the family have 
been attacked by the disease. The health 
officers say it is not dangerous* but if it 
tends to become epidemic all oases will 
be quarantined. Toe treatment is spray­ 
ing the affected ^membranes freely and 
frequently with a solution of quinine and 
an internal administration of quinine 
belladonna and camphor.

Burnham ana Shaeberle of 
Lick observatory in California. 
Solar 
photography is the chief work contemplated 
to be done, and the two savants have taken 
with them an equipment of apparatus 
better than bas ever hitherto swept the 
skies. 
Tho chief camera, of which an il­ 
lustration is hero given, cost $1,500 by 
itself. 
The lens is a six-inch glass and the 
instrument is about four feet long.
